The outflow of empty rolling stock to BREST-LITOVSK via FRANKFURT/ODER con- 
tinued during the period covered by this report. The dispatch of 12 trains of 
empty flatcars to BREST=LITOVSK between 5 and 10 March 1951 was ordered by a 
teletype message from the BERL railroad district headquarters, Because of a 
shortage of flatcars, gondola cars were also sent to BREST<«LITOVSK and allegedly 
nad their sidewalls removed there. Available reports indicate that a total of 
676 empty flatears were dispatched to BRUST=LITOVSK between 26 February and 29 
Mareh 1951, including 339 flatcars from 22 te 29 March 1951 alone. Although no 
definite information on the return of the rolling stock to the Soviet Zone of 
Wermany is available, it is still believed that the cars are being used for 
hauling military supplies of all types, and as crash cars, rather than-being 
pooled at BRESTwLITOVSK and other stations in that area for future troop

In general, the training of recruits terminated in the middle of Feb- 
ruary 1951 with the appearance of groups of officers, pro~ 
bably from the division headquarters,making final inspections.
